Sierra Madre Republicans did their 
full share in helping to roll up the big 
majority by which Theodore Roosevelt 
carried the lirst presidential primary 
in California on Tuesday. The locul 
vote showed a preference of about four 
to one over Taft arid nearly three to 
one over Taft anil LaFollette com¬ 
bined. The progressive vote as repre¬ 
sented by Roosevelt and LaFollette 
shows a strength of about six to one 
against Tuft. Champ Clark’s adher¬ 
ents outnumbered the Wilson Demo¬ 
crats by eleven to seven. 

The detailed vote shows that a large 
n labor of voters east their ballots for 
the delegates pledged to support the 
eandldates of their choice without in¬ 
dicating their preference for president 
la tlie square designated for that pur¬ 
pose. The local vote was somewhat 
light and was as follows, for the Re- 
publlcan and Democratic candidates:

With a lead of from 60,000 to 70,000 
in tlie state, the progressive Republi¬ 
cans of California made themselves 
heard all over the country. The Taft 
managers tiad pretended to confidence 
that their eundhlate would win out, 
l> ;t their predictions did not carry the 
ring of sincerity. They knew before 
the primaries that California would 
register a protest against the Taft ad¬ 
ministration. hut they hardly expected 
the slap to be so severe, especially In 
San Francisco. 

The overwhelming preponderance of 
ptogrcsslve sentiment in California has 
brought anew the attention of the 
country to Governor Johnson as a pos¬ 
sibility for the vice presidency. He is 
recognized abroad as a very great per- 
sta al factor In developing the progres¬ 
sive sentiment of the state and as one 
of the most powerful campaigners of 
tlie country.

In carrying out the investigations n 
the San Bernardino basin M '. Lee will 
find available the results of the earlier 
sl' dhs made by the Geologi'gil Surv < y 
In that basin, and these studio will 
he augmented by certain ohs rvations 
made since then by the citlz^n-i and 
water companies who havi come to 
realize the significance if ground- 
water that nations as indie,-it r* of ih* 
stat's of the underground supplies. 

For comparisons with conditions in 
this basin, where artificial means have 
been taken to maintain ground-water 
levels, there are available systematic 
m* as retnents of water !.’ Is in other 
basins where such conservation work 
has not been undertaken. I’l esc com¬ 
parative studies should aid 111 eliminat¬ 
ing from tli*' San Bernardino Valiev 
problem those factors of varying rain¬ 
fall and varying draft on the under¬ 
ground water supplies which arc suf¬ 
ficient in themselves to account for 
widespread fluctuations in the water 
levels from year to year and from 
month to month. 

it Is expected that tills latest In¬ 
vestigation will he one more of the 
caref il researches on the various fac¬ 
tors that affect ground-water supplies 
In the Western States which have been 
carried out by the United States Geo¬ 
logical Survey within the past decade.
